Snpt. Dyer, of the Madisanville, 


Ohio, schools, one of the instructors at 
the Oonnty Teachers' Institute, gave a 
very instructive and entertaining lec- 
;ure before that body Tuesday evening 
t the High school building. "Kissing 
;he Blarney Stone" was the rather 
omantic subject he chose 
It was a 


mndle of memories of a trip made 
ihrough Ireland by two Irish-American 
;ourists who went abroad with their 
eyes and ears open. 
Prof. Dyer is a 


irns son of Erin and not ashamed of his 
jedigree. 
He is a most entertaining 


;alker, and his lecture, pertaining more 
in the nature of a rambling talk on 
things seen and heard abroad, was 
listened to with the greatest interest. 
It was along the same line as his 
leoturo last year, only the subject mat- 
ter was entirely new. 


The lecturer thought one might as 


well go to Hades and not see the dovil 
as visit Ireland and not kiss 
the 


Blarney stone. 
It is the one question 


you are being constantly asked, "Have 
you kissed the Blarney stone?" The 
ecturer *>aid that before he reached 
[reland ho was told that it would pay 


to let it be known that he was an 


American. 
At first, when he found 


that Americans were charged about 
three times the regular price for every- 
thing, he thought it did not pay, but 
after awhile he found that Americans 
were treated with more generosity than 
any other nationality. 
The Irishman 


will unbosom himself more readily to 
the American than to anyone else. 


The lecturer then went on to relate 


how he secured entrance to the house 
of commons. 
As is well known, no 


one is ever admitted to the session of 
parliament except on letter from some 
member of that body. The lecturer and 
his friend found this out for the first 
time when they applied for admissions 
one night to hear Gladstone speak. The 
door-keeper would not admit them 
without a letter, so it was necessary to 
bring their Irish wit into play if they 
desired to gain admission. They called 
for a list of the members of the house 
and were given one. They began going 
through it to lind an Irish name. 
It 


would not be safe to pick out one of 
the "Mao's," as he might prove to be 
a Scotchman, and they wanted the 
thoroughbred Irishman. 
Tho name 


O'Kelley struck them, and they im- 
mediately sent up a note to him, stat- 
ing that two gentlemen wished to speak 
with him in the lobby on important 
business. Mr. O'Kalley soon came 
bustling out in all his pompous glory, 
expecting, no doubt, to meet some of 
his Irish compatriots, who would in- 
vite him around to the bar. 
He shook 


hands with the 
young 
men 
very 


cordially, inquired aftar their health, 
eto. 
The young men explained their 


case, 
and 
without hesitation 
Mr. 


O'Kelley gave them letters of admis- 
sions for every night that week, say- 
ing as he did so, "I would not be so 
sure from your appearance that you are 
Irish gentlemen, but your Blarney is 
unmistakable." 
Of course Mr. O'Kel- 


ley had an invitation to the bar, al- 
though tho lecturer did not say so. 


"Paddy" in America and "Paddy" 


in Ireland are entirely different. 
Over 


here he is a great worker. 
On his 


native soil he is either going to work, 
looking at his work, or, as is- more 
often the case, coming from his work. 
His independence is cut short by the 
English landlord, who keeps him down 
with his nose to the grind-stone. 
The 


lecturer wisely refrained from a dis- 
cussion of this phase of an old question. 


The lecturer said he did not much 


blame the Irish for having a dislike for 
water. 
It rained nearly every day he 


was there—a misty drizzle all the 
time, more disagreeable than the hard- 
est storm. 
The climate of Ireland is 


nearly a matoh for that of the Klon- 
dike. No giains thrive there. There are 
no snakes, toads or insects such as we 
have here. 
The country, which is not 


larger than Ohio, has 12,000 square 
miles of bogs, ^he river Shannon, not 
a romantic stream by any moans, forms 
the great central part of these bogs. 


The lecturer paid a fine tribute to the 


Irish woman. She is remarkable in 
many respects. 
However dirty and 


raggbd the men may be, the women are 
always clean, neat and tidy. 
Not an 


exception was noted. 
As for beauty, 


the lecturer thought the Irish girl lead 
the world. 
At Oork was found the old Blarney 


Oastle rains and the Blarney stone. 
The castle is abont three miles out 
from the town on a high hill. .It was 
built by a man named McCarfey, who, 
by the oiliness of his tongue and bril- 
liancy of his wit, worked his way up 
from a humble peasant to one of the 
highest lords of the land. 
When he 


built the castle the old hearthstone 
from his peasant hut was placed in the 
wall. 
This is the Blarney stone. 
It 


is quite a difficult task to kissjthe stone, 
but everybody .who visits the castle 
does it- 
It is a plain piece of lime- 


stone worn away by the constant labial 
salutes, as the toe of St. Peter at Rome. 


Prof. Dyer'a lecture was Deplete 


with anecdote and story told in char- 
acteristic inimitable Irish style. 
He 


did not take a 
gloomy 
view 
of 


"Paddy's" future. 
He read all signs 


as hopeful.

The attendance at the Scioto County 


Teachers' Institute today is unusually 
largo about 125 teachers being enrolled, 
also a great many visitors preesetit. 
Prof Van Cleave gave one of his inter- 
esting talks on "History," followed by 
Prof. Long on "Psychology." 
Prof. 


Dyer closed the forenoon session with 
one of his instructive talks on "Geog- 
raphy." Nearly all the teaoheis of the 
county, outside of the city, are present 
and many of the oity teachers are also 
nresent, and with all thoir study and 
devotion to the work they can never ex- 
pect to control the salary made by 
many lawyers, notwithstanding it may 
require more study to roach the top in 
the teacher's profession than it does iu 
the lawyer's. 
Yet many lawyers in 


this state control salaries from $10,000 
to 340,000, while tho largest salary 
paid any school superintendent is §o,- 
•000, and there is only one of that kind. 
The average salary of the school super 
intendenta of this state is below §1,200, 
while the teachers of lower grades do 
well'to get 645 per month. He then 
made some good points against the use 
of slang phrases, claiming that this 
was ruining the proper use of the Eng 
lish language. 
Ho said many teachers 


do not use, and do not know how to 
use good English. 
Women, as a rule, 


use better language than the men, and 
this is encouraging, as the mother does 
more toward tho education of the chil- 
dren, and to her wo must look for the 
training of the future. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Prof. Van Cleave opened the after 


noon work with a talk on the English 
language. Prefacing his remarks to the 
teachers consecrating themselves 
to 


their work, he said: "Some people are 
rondy to any that the teacher teachers 
ior the money there is in it.

might bo granted iu ;>U cnsea. 
As a 


teacher must have money ns well as the 
lawyer or merchant, yet all teachers 
should consecrate themselves to their 
life work."

C. Uiohoerg of Chicago, as chairman 
of a special committee, reported a draft 
of a divorce bill for adoption in all tho 
states, to he submitted to the National 
Bar association. If tire association ap- 
proves of it itlio members will urge its 
adoption .by their different State legis- 
latures. 


The bill Is modeled after the divorce 


tow 'in 'force in the District of Colum- 
bia, which of necessity was drawn by 
committees o£ congress, which repre- 
sents litre entire country. 


Tho ibill provides, In fcnief, that no 


person shall be-tmtitletl to a divorce 
who has not resided in the state two 
years (before bringing suit, nor unless 
the defendant shall have, been person- | 
ally served within the etate, or shall! 
have voluntarily appeared in suoh ac- 
i'ton. 
No divorce shiall nEect the legitimacy 


ol children of such marriage, except 
where it shall he declared void because 
of a prior marriage. The proceedings 
shall be had in the county where tihe 
complainant resides, but process may 
he directed to any county in the state. 
Marriages in a foreign state or country 
may be proved by the acknowledgment 
of "the parties, their cohabitation nnd 
other circumstantial tostltaiony. The 
court shall prohibit the •husilKmd from 
interfering with the 'personal liberty of 
the Wife during the pendency of the 
suit.

We could not form a con- 
ception of God, however limited and 
imperfect, and we could not with any 
appropriateness worship him, had ho 
not given us tho inspiration of the poet

Hardy Nova Scotian Fishermen. 


The great "Yankee" fishermen are 


mostly Nova Scotians, but the captains 
of our fishing vessels are, as a rule, 
Americans, hardy, self reliant, quick to 
think and to act and ready for any 
emergency. While the dories are out the 
captain, with the aid of tho cook, han- 
dles the ship and keeps his weather eye 
on tho horizon. If ho sees danger in sky 
or sea, he sets a signal—usually a bas- 
ket hoisted in the fore staysail halyards 


•to recall the dories. Only too often, 


though, the gale comes up with such 
suddenness that the dories to leeward 
cannot get back, A dory with the bodies 
of two fishermen in it or more fre- 
quently empty or tossed bottom up by 
tho waves tells the story. Yet in spito 
of the danger of starvation a jug of wa- 
ter usually constitutes all the provision 
aboard a dory, and a compass ia a rare 
bird.—Gustav Kobbe in St. Nicholas.

After * Secret Session of PitUburc Min» 


Owner* the

That They Will Resume Work With the 
Old Dieger* if Possible, bat if >'ot, With 
New Men. 
Pittshurg, Aug; 25.—The operators' 


conference was in secret session for 
I'everal -hours, and when the doors 
were opened their press agent an- 
nounced that the mines would certain- 
ly be started with the old diggers, if 
possible, -with imported men if the old 
men refused to work. A committee 
was' appointed, composed of represen- 
tatives of every firm in the district to 
map out the mode of procedure lor the 
resumption. This committee will meet 
for this purpose. 


The statement concerning the joint 


conference issued by the operators' 
press committee follows: 


"Tthe conference comnri'ttee of 
the 


coal operators -and the officials of the 
miners failed to agree and adjourned 
finally. The miners were represented 
by their national and district officers'. 


"Operator J. B. Zerbe was chosen 


chairman o£ the conference, and W. C. 
Pearce of the miners, secretary. Mr. 
Zerbe stated that it was.' desired to 
bring about a sttlement of the strike. 
Mr. Hatch ford stated he and his asso- 
ciates were empowered to entertain, 
discuss end decide upon any proposi- 
tions the operators might submit. 
Chairman Zerb« asked that the ques- 
tion of Interstate agreement be waived 
and. €E!s was agreed to.

New Mexico Shepherd Boya. 


When going up the valley of tho Bio 


Grande in New Mexico, my attention 
was drawn to the flocks of sheep and 
goats and their pastores, or shepherd 
boya. 
These little shepherds wore 


neither hats nor shoes. Their ouly gar- 
ment was a tunic, reselling a little be- 
low the knee aud confined by a girdle, 
from which depended a small ponoh 
or scrip. A quiver, with bow aud ar- 
rows, hnng athwart the shoulders, and 
the right hand held a sling.

a stone from the scrip waa hurled for- 
ward toward the right or left to make 
the floclr swerve to the left or right. 
It 


was impossible not to recognize little 
"David, the son of Jesse," and ouo 
might have almost expected to behold 
Goliath, tho Philistiue, coming to defy 
the children of Israel. 


The portraiture of the scene described 


in tho book of Samuel was too exact to 
be ascribed to accident, and for the first 
time it occurred to mo that David bore 
a sling,, not for the purpose of slaying 
bears or lions—or even Philistines—but 
to guide aud control tho flock, aud that 
these little shepherds of a kindred race, 
dwelling iii a country not unlike the 
pastoral regions of Judrea, very natural- 
ly continued to re-eiinct tho scenes de- 
scribed in sacred history.

The Natural Bridge of Today. 


The Natural bridge is 215 feet in 


height, 100 feet in width, with a span, 
of 90 feet. Under the arch might bo 
placed tho Washington monument at 
Baltimore. 
Cedar creek, the stream 


over which it stretches its arch, is clear 
as crystal. No photograph or painting 
can impress the mind with its immen- 
sity or grandeur or geometrical propor- 
tions or tho rich coloring or tho pic- 
turesque surroundings. One must feast 
his eyes upon the mighty arch to realize 
its vastuesa. Under the arch aro the 
outlines of ail American eagle, formed 
by moss and lichens. Upon one sido is 
where George- Washington, when a sur- 
veyor for Lord Fairfax, 150 years ago, 
carved his name in tho rook. The rav- 
ages of time and exposure to the ele- 
ments have nearly obliterated the name, 
but some of the letters are quite dis- 
tinct. In the years gone by Henry Clay, 
Daniel Webster and many prominent 
statesmen, before railroads were built, 
spent days of inconvenient travel to 
look upon this, ouo of the wonders of 
the world. Now tho iron torse speeds 
over its steel roadway, and in a few 
hours one can reach this destination 
without fatigue.—Baltimore Sun.
